SHOTS FIRED AT TROOPS ON GUARD. 

East St. Lovis, Ill., April 16,-—Late 
last night the deputies patroling the 
railroad yards, were startled by hearing 
several shots fired at them from the 
direction of several houses near the 
junction of the Cairo Short Line and 
the Pittsburg railroad. The attacks 
upon the guard have become so fre- 
quent that, although no one has yet 
been injured, Keece, commanding the 
militia forces here, hes issued an order 
that hereafter if shots are fired from any 
building in East St. Louis, the guard 
shall surround such houses, raid them 
and arrest all guilty or suspected per- 
sons found in the buildings. 

THE NEW YORK CAR DBIVERS, 

New York, April 16.—Third avenue 
from an carly hour this morning, be- 
tween the stables at Sixty-fifth street 
and the Bowery, was lined with police 
to prevent interference on the part of 
strikers if the company should lenge 
to ran cars. Policemen were held in 
reserye at headquarters and at the 
police stations along the route of the 
road. 

New Yors, April 16.—The Third 
Avenue Company is now running a 
number of cars protected by police. 
The cars were greeted with jeers and 
groans by the strikers congregated 
along the line, but no violence has 
been attempted. The officers of the 
Empire Protective Association said this 
afternoon that if the Third Avenue rail- 
road did not give in within forty-eight 
houra, there woukl be a general tie-up 
of allthe horse car lines in the city, 
and thatif thie did not succeed, the 
movement would be extended to Brook- 
lyon, Philadelphia and other cities of 
the United States. He said that 
this would bein two days. 

New Yors, April 16.—The strikers 


this afternoon issued a card to the pub- 
dic, in which they say that the company 
has cot kept faith with them, vio- 


lating its promise to work the men only 
twelve hours, by keeping the cable road 
men on daty twelve and a half hours, 
and by paying trippers only $1 per day 
instead of $1.50 as agreed. The Com 
pany has also refased to raise the pay 
of time-takers from $1.25 to $1.65. It 
also charges the company with a heart- 
leas disregard of the condition of their 
ewployés. The company to-day ran 
six cars, making in all thirteen trips. 
The leader of the strikers sent a mes- 
sage to the Railway Commission at 
Altany asking. its members to come at 
once to this city. A reply was received 
stating that the board would accord a 
hearing at 10 o'clock to-morrow. The 
strikers say that they expect the com- 
mis:ioners will insist on the running of 
the cars at once or else declare the 
company’s charter forfeited, ‘‘and if its 
charter is forfeited we shall apply for 
it,”’ said one of them, Thus the matter 
isin abeyance until to-morrow. The 
company will rue cars again to-morrow, 
CHICAGO SWITCHMEN STRIKE. 

Cuaicaco, April 16.—All the union 
switchmen of the Baltimore and Obio 
railroad went out on a strike this after- 
noon.

THE RAILWAYS. 


No Settiement of the Bate War— 
Central Pacific's Finances. 
San Francisco, April 16.—The Bal- 
letin’s New Yo:k special states that C. 
P. Hantington says that the transcon- 
tinental troubles are not seitied yet. 
There was no meeting yesterday about 
the matter. Le also says that there is 
no truth in the report that the control 
of Pacific Mail is being bought by the 
transcontinental interests, Charles F. 
Crocker, of San Francisco, writes to 
Vice-President Charles Orocker, of the 
Centgal and Southern Pacific system, 
that the cutting of transcontinental 
rates was of immense benefit to the 
company and the Pacific Coast. He 
says that he is ordering additional roll- 
ing stock, and if he could get 1000 box- 
cars immediately he could use them 
until far iuto the winter. Huntington 
said that itappeared now’ that all the 
roads intended to let the trouble cure 
itself. This meant that the war will be 
kept up some time longer. He had re- 
ceived no new propositions of settle- 
ment from the other lines, and he did 
not intend, on his part, to make any. 
A general feeling of indifference as to 
the time of tinal settlement exists among 
the several managements. 
CENTBAL PACIFIC'S FINANCIAL STATUS. 
New York, April 16,—The following 
statement is made by the Central Pa- 
teific officials: The rental guaranteed to 
the Central Pacific Company by the 
lessee, the Southern Pacific, is at the 
rate of ~ $1,200,000 per annum, and is 
ayable on May Ist of each fiscal year. 
it the surplus earnings, above the fixed 
charges, do not reach this sam, the de- 
ficit must be made good by the lessee. 
The lease was in effect for nine months 
in 1885. The amount of rental due 
May next is therefore $900,000, not 
$1,200,000 as bas been stated. This 
would suffice to pay a 144 per cent div- 
idend if it were available for that pur- 
pose bat the company has not yet 
funded all of its floating debt, and it 
may be required to pay some portion of 
it out of the rental. The question of 
declaring @ dividend has not yet been 
considered by the directors.

THE LAND BILL. 


Gladstone’s Plan for Freeing 
Ireland 


FROM THE THRALL OF LANDLORDISM. 


The Premier Presents His Land Purchase 
Bill to the Commons—Features 
of the Measure. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
Lonpon, April 16.—Mr, Gladstone 
‘propounded his Irish land bili to the 
House of Commons this evening. There 
was hardly any excitement attending 
the event compared with the enthusi- 
asm which attended the memorable 
proceedings of yesterday week, when 
the Home Rale measure was proposed. 
At 4 o’clock the House was crowded to 
its utmost capacity. Mr. Gladstone 
rose in his place at 5:25 p: m., and was 
greeted with cheers. 
He said the aim of the present en- 
deavors of the government was directed 
towards securing contentment among 
the people of Ireland, and the perma- 
nent restoration of social order. 
At the speaker 
wished to an emphatic 
denial that it was his intention to ask 
the Seotch and English to run any 
pecuniary risk on acconnt of the land- 
lords of Ireland. The hisiory of Ireland 
was one long indictment against its 
land-owners. Agrarian crime bad 
originated and increased ander the 
absentecism of landlords, and the 
raising of rents as their expenses while 
away from Ireland increased, Op- 
pression, wedded to misery, had a 
hideous progeny. -

Dr. Sketchley Arrives with a 


ALL THE WAY FROM SOUTH AFRICA. | 


A Tempestuous Voyage and Some Birds 
Lost-Collection for an Aviary—

JUDGE NORTON DEXD. 


Once, One of the Foremost Men of

Myron Norton died at the county hos- 
pital yesterday morning, eged 64. He 
was a native of Vermont, and a graduate 
of Harvard. He came to California ae a 
Lieutenant in Stevenson's regiment. He 
was chairman of the Judiciary Committee 
in the first Coustitutional Convention 
which metin Sar Jos¢in 1849. He was the 
first Justice of the Peace of 8an Francisco, 
and the first Judge of the Superior 
Court in that city.
